"A great chandelier snspendwi from 


the dome-would have been decidedly in- 
appropriate. Had lights been stationed 
tare and there over the arches they 
would have confused the eye. It wa± 
aeceeaary to devise an illumination that 
would disclose the dome and lend a 
cheerful air to the library." 


Mr, Baker expressed himself as de- 


lighted with the artificial moon. He 
avid that the readers at the tables would 
be supplied with the ordinary shaded 
lights. 


The idea of the artificial moon was 


pat into practical operation a few days 
ago in the old library of the Columbia 
university and proved itself a great suc- 
cess, although rays from oruy about 
three arc lights were thrown on the 
sphere. 


The experiment -was made under the 


direction of William Hallock, professor 
of physics, and Charles McKim, the 
architect 


Although the idea of a globe snspend- 


ed from the center of the dome was em- 
bodied in the inception of the architect's 
plans it was originally intended to con- 
struct a metal sphere to represent the 
globe and sorrotuid it with a circle of 
incandescent lights.—New York Her- 
ald.

Fish cult ere, oyster culture, turtle 


culture and frog culture are down on 
the programme for di cnssion. The ap- 
plication of modem methods to tbe cul- 
tivation of oysters is a subject in which 
all the coastal states will be interested. 
Turtle culture is an innovation, but is 
fast becoming a necessity in the absence 
of protection to the young and eggs of 
the green turtle. The utilization of 
waste marsh land and ponds for the 
rearing of bullfrogs for market is a sub- 
ject of great interest to many thousands 
of people. The opportunity for those of 
small means to engage in this business 
i* excellent 


One of the timely topics that will be 


prominently presented to the congress 
is the sponge industry. While Florida is 
the only state actively participating in 
the sponge fishery, ever,' state is in- 
directly interested. Already some of 
tbe best sponge grounds have been da- 
plet«d, and the necessity for artificial 
measures to maintain the supply is be- 
ing generally appreciated. Sponge cul- 
ture is one of the most promising fields 
now opening in connection with the 
fisheries. With unlimited water bot- 
tom of suitable character for planting, 
and with a home demand far in excess 
of the present output of the Florida 
reefs, the growing of sponges ought to 
engage the attention of many people in 
the next few years, and it is expected 
that this congress will give an incen- 
tive to the enterprise. The United States 
fish commission is said to be consider- 
ing the transplanting of some of the 
finer grades of Mediterranean sponges 
to Florida waters. The best Turkish 
and African sponges bring f 40 to $50 a 
pound, while the choicest of the Florida 
sheep's wool sponges are worth only f 3 
or $3 a pound. 


The condition, extent, methods and 


needs of the great commercial fisheries 
will receive considerable attention, as 
will the question of fishery legislation. 


A session of the congress will be de- 


voted to the angling interests, and an 
opportunity will be afforded for aa in- Men 
terchange of experiences by anglers from 
all parts of America. An angling tour- 
nament aad competitive tests in fiy 
casting, with appropriate prizes, have 
been provided for.—Washington Even- 
ing Star.

in shooting cases in New York were 
very seldom returned to the persons 
who used them, and that the shooting 
referred to in Mr. Bang's letter bad oc- 
curred so long ago that the revolver 
had probably been sold. 


The shooting to which King refers 


occurred on the afternoon of Nov. 18, 
1873. at 43 Pine street, in the office of 
Judge Joaiah Sutherland, 


King was at that time a lawyer liv- 


ing at 140 East Seventeenth street The 
man he killed was Anthony F. O'Neill 
of 50 West Thirty-fourth street. 


A month previous to the tragedy 


King's wife began a suit for divorce. 
Judge Sutherland was appointed referee 
in the case, and the hearing was held 
in his office in Pine stxeet 


O'Neill, who was a detective employ- 


ed by the Erie Railroad company, testi- 
fied before the referee acts of cruelty on 
King's part toward his -wife. 


When the hearing adjourned on the 


day that O'Neill gave this testimony. 
King followed O'Neill out of the ref- 
eree's office and shot him as he waa 
passing down the stairs. 


O'Neill died immediately. 
King 


walked back into the referee's office 
and banded the pistol to Judge Suther- 
land. 


A crowd of 5,000 collected in the 


street and threatened to lynch King, 
and the police had difficulty in keeping 
him out of their hands.—New York 
Son.

Toyuakinc. 


A great many toys axe now made in 


this country, including many mechan- 
ical devices. Many toys are still im- 
ported. Such things as woolly sheep and 
dogs, now as highly prized by children 
as ever, come from Germany, as do the 
skin covered horses. They conld be 
made here, but they can be produced 
cheaper abroad. 


As a rule, whatever can be r-ade by 


machinery is made here, whiK toys 
made by hand are mostly imported. 
The minute a thing is brought within 
the reach of machinery American man- 
ufacturers can pay their higher prices 
for labor and still beat the world. 
With the low prices of, labor in foreign 
countries handmade productions can be 
made cheaper in them. As a result of 
this there are toys of some kinds which 
in their completed state are partly 
American and partly foreign. Among 
these are toy vehicles with horses at- 
tached. The vehicles and everything in 
and about them may be the product of 
American machinery, while the horse 
standing between the shafts may be 
from Germany.—New York Sun.

York, New Haven and Hartford, the

eave. The strangeness of the visit 
eemed to have a powerful effect 
pon the mind of the master. He 
rooded over it for several days and 
hen, suddenly calling for writing 
materials, began to compose with 
xtraordinary fervor. The incessant 
;pplication was too much for his 
trengtb. It brought on fainting 
its, and increasing illness forced 
lim to stop work. 
"I am writing this requiem for 


myself," he said one day to his wife. 


It will serve for my own funeral 
ervice." And he was never after- 
•ard free from that impression. 
At the end of the month the mya- 


.erious stranger called and asked for 
tie requiem. "I have found it im- 
joesible," said Mozart, "to keep my 
'Old. The work has interested me 


more than I expected, and I have 
attended it beyond my first design, 


shall require another month to 
;nieh it." The stranger made no 
bjection; but, stating that it was 
inly just to increase the premium 
or the additional 
labor, he laid 


iown 50 ducats more, and, after 
iromising to return at the appointed 
hue, departed. Mozart, much as- 
oaished at the whole proceeding, 
ordered a servant to follow him, hut 
the man lost eight of him in the 
street and was obliged to return 
without having learned anything 
bout him. Mozart was now firmly 
•ersuaded that he was a messenger 
rom the other world sent to warn 
lim of his approaching end, and he 
ipplied himself with fresh enthusi- 
asm to the requiem. In spite of the 
exhausted condition of his body and 
mind the work was finished within 
he month. At the appointed time 
;he stranger returned; the requiem 
waa ready, but Mozart was no more.

When it 
was necessary'to shut off, the order 
had to be passed to the engineer, 
sometimes a long distance from the 
fire, and unless the nozzle could be 
thrust from a convenient window 
the water would go pouring out, 
spreading destruction in all direc- 
tions. lu small fires, especially in 
"up stairs" fires in private dwell- 
ings, or in business houses stocked 
with perishable goods, such as feath- 
ers, 
silks, etc., the unnecessary 


destruction of property was very 
great. 


Today fires are fought 
much 


more scientifically and with a great 
deal more system than were those 
of 10 or 20 years ago, and officers in 
command of engine companies are 
usually very caret al not to use any 
more water than is absolutely neces- 
sary. 


Nearly every hose wagon in the 


New York fire department today 
carries three sizes cf hose — the reg- 
ulation fcize, 2>.j inches, used at all 
ordinary fires ; 3 inches (known as 
•'third alarm1 hose, " and only used 
at fires of considerable magnitude), 
and a small hose carried on a reel 
under the wagon. This hose is l)j 
inches in diameter and very easy to 
handle, and, on accouut of the ease 
with which any number of lengths 
of it can be carried about, it is that 
oftenest used at small fires indwell- 
ing houses, office buildings and fiats. 
With a controlling nozzle on the 
end, the fireman can dash up several 
flights of stairs ami into a bedroom 
or closet and extinguish a small fire 
before it has time to spread, using 
the water only where it is absolutely 
needed. To drag the regulation size 
— it weighs about 80 pounds to the 
length — up and around winding 
stairways, etc., would take much 
longer and perhaps give a fire time 
to get just beyond the point of easy 
control; besides, when the water is 
finally started, a great deal more is 
used by this hose than is necessary, 
especially in the case of a small fire. 
It has been practically demonstrated 
that a considerable amount of tire 
can be extinguished with .-, small 
amount of water applied effectively, 
and the use of the small hose has 
done much to reduce the damage by 
water at fires in dwellings and flats.

Cheaper Than Acetylene and Gives More 


Light. 


The name of eureka gas is given to a 


new illumiuant. This gat, originated by 
M. Hector do Favi of Montefiascone, 
Italy, is obtained as follows: Lime as 
pure as possible is employed as a base,col- 
ophony and calcium carbide being add- 
ed—1,000 parts of the mixture ready 
for use consisting of 900 of quicklime, 
50 of colophony and 50 of calcium car- 
bide—and there is said to be no liabili- 
ty of explosion by raising with air, no 
heating of water, and no special burner 
is needed. Oue thousand parts of the 
mixture give fiO liters of gas at a pres- 
sure of 33 millimeters of water, and the 
photometric intensity of the flamo is 
stated to bo 02.4 candle hoars, while 
the same amount of calcium carbide 
employed singly would give only 18 
candle hours. Thns, it is assorted, the 
new gas is SO per cent cheaper than acet- 
ylene, or that at equal cost it will give 
"half as much more light.—Invention.

SHOULDER DISLOCATED
